4. The drawings are objected to because figure 1 discloses the guide roll "49" as 
overlapping the lever "75". This would not appear to be possible in view of the 
engagement between the guide roll and the guide link "32". Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

The submitted photographs are not readable. Consequently, the examiner 
cannot determine how the guide roll can overlap the lever as set forth in figure 1 . It is 
further noted that the disclosure must provide a full and complete understanding of the 
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invention. Consequently, the drawings must show how the guide roll can overlap the 
lever, or show the guide roll not overlapping the lever in figure 1 , and/or provide 
clarification in the specification. It is noted that the original disclosure does not provide 
support for a "u-shaped" support element or for the guide roll being in another plane 
with respect to the lever. Applicant is cautioned against the inclusion of new matter. 

5. Claims 1-21 are allowed.
